G.S.R. 485(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 15 of the Government 
Savings Bank Act. 1873 (5 of 1873), the Central Government makes the following rules 
further to amend the Post Office Savings Banks Rules, 1963, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Post Office Savings Banks (Third Amendment) 
Rules, 1976, 

(2) They shall come Into force on the 1st <Ly of August 1976.

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2. In the Post Office Savings Banks Rules, 1965, (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), in the Table below rule 3 after item (1) relating to "Single Account”, the follow¬

Note 3.—The rate of interest in respect of the balance in a Pension Account shall be 
the same as on a single or joint account, as may be announced by the Central 
Government from time to time.” 

3, Rule 19 of the said rules shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) of that rule and after 
sub-rule ( 1 ) as so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(2) Where in a Pension Account opened under rule 3 any amount has been 
credited in excess of the sum to which the pensioner was entitled, the Head 
Savings Bank or Sub-Savings Bank shall recover such excess amount”.
